RELIGIOUS INTELLIGENCE. 
TLE SERAMPORE MISSION. 
[Concluded from our lyst.] * 

While these discussions were in progress, a- 
nother subject was brought forward, which event- 
ually aflected, in an equal cegree, the connexion 
between the Seciety and the Missionaries at Ser- 
ampore. ‘This was the e::ablishment of the Ser- 
/anipore College, in 1818. Upon this undertak- 
| ing, the advice of the committee was not solieit- 
te ,bor wasit ever considered a8 commeeted with 

the Soriety; but the expense thus incurred absorb- 
ed the funds which hed been previously devoted 
by the Serampore brethren to missionary efforts, 
and it became necessary for them to solicit Brit- 
| ish aid even for the maintenance of the college 
itself. Application being made to the eommit- 
tee for thisobject, although they could not con- 
sider the funds eutrusted to them as generally 
available for such a purpose, yet in order to meet 
the wishes of their brethren, as far as they could 
with propriety, they engaged to reheve them 
from the expenses attending the preparation 
of pious natives fomthe Christian ministry. 

Six months afterwards, Mr. John Marshman 
applied for pecuniary aid towards the missionary 
stations also, the support of which the Serampore 
brethren had formerly taken vpon themselves, 
and which they now regarded as their own, ex- 
elusive of the Society, but which, forthe reason 
already stated, they were no longer able to main- 
tain. Upon this occasion it was resolved, “ ‘That 
on being furnished witha statement of the sta- 
tions and Missionaries, for whom support was 
needed, the committee would take such part of 
the same on themselves as their resources would 
allow.” Without waiting, however, for a formal 
reply, a grant of 1000/. was voted, andtwo other 
donations, each of an equal amount, have since 
been made. 

In addtion to this, at the request of their Ser- 
ampore brethren, Mr. Robinson, still supported 
by the Society, was permitted to occupy the sta- 
tion at the Lall Bazar Chapel in Calcutta, Mr, 
Williamson, also, another European iaborer, was, 
on a similar application, taken on its funcs, By 
these two arrangements an expenditure of nearly 
600/. per annum was transferred from the Seram- 
pore Missionaries to the Society. 

On the arrival of Dr. Marshman, the subject 
of pecuniary contribution was again urged on the 
committee, with a view to render thé arrange- 
ment as permanent as the nature cf the society 
would admit. It was felt objectionable, indeed, 
that the stations had been, and al) their contem- 


plated missionary eTorts were to remain, ident- 
PICO WIT etre wth ge : s 
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agreed, at the proposal of Dr. Maishman, that 
one-tenth of the general receipts of the society 
should he remitted to Serampore—it being stipu- 
lated at the same time, onthe part of the com- 
mittee, that regular information should be given 
of the mode in which the money so voted was 
expended. 

o less thanthree months, Dr. Marshman in- 
formed the committee that the expenses of the 
Serampore stations had materially increased, and 
requested that a special meeting might be conven- 
ed, to consider of allowing to Serampore a sixth 
part of the Society’s income; intimating also that 
evena larger sum might hereafter be solicited.— 
A few days before the committee met to consid- 
er this question, which was delayed, to suit Dr. 
Marshman’s convenience, till the 15th of March 
last, a paper entitled a Confidential Statement, 
was forwarded by him to every member of the 
committee, It contained a new proposal. On 
the ground that 24001. per annum was indispen- 
sably necessary for the missionary efforts either 
made or contemplated at Serampore, Dr, Marsh- 
man relinquished his intention of asking for any 
definite proportion of the Society’s funds, and 
wished to learn what sum the committee would 
engage to remit annually, that he might supply 
any deficiency by bringing before the publica 
distinet claim for the remainder. 

On the day already mentioned, a very numer 
ous attendance ofthe committee took place, when 
Dr. Marshman laid this decumept before them. 
hi was followed by the introduction ofa letter, 
which had just arrived from Dr.Cavey and Mr. 
J. Marsliman stating that in consequence of the 
| inadequacy of their resources, they had placed 
upon the funds cf the Society four of the stations, 
for which aid had been required, the cost of which 
would be nearly 6001. per annum. 

As this measure pree sely coincided with the 
arrangement preposed so long before by the com- 
mitiee, and as iappeared hkely to restore unity 
in Our missionary operations, the committee read- 
ily agreed to it, and proposed to Dr. Marshman 

to extend the same piinciple, so as to include 

the remaining stations, on account of which ex- 
| pense was incu rec by their Serampore brethren 
| lo provide lor their management, it was sugges- 
| ted that the whole of the Missionary brethren in 
| Bengal might forma corresponding committee, 
| under the presidency of Dr, Carey; and, as the 
| latter part of this arrangement appeared objec- 
| tionable to Dr. Marshman, it was subsequently 
proposed to leave the superintendence of the sta- 
| tions to Drs. Carey and Marshman during their 
| lives, reserving to the Society only the nomination 








of their successors, 

‘The consideration of this proposal, and of the 
general subject, occupied several days of most 
| anxious deliberation, and repeated eflorts were 
made to prevent the painful issue to which the 
discussions were apparently tending. But as ev- 
ery proposal made by tue committee was declin- 
ed by Dr. Marshman, upon grounds which he 
ccclared to be imperative, they were constrained 

to yield to a separation, which their present com- 
| munications with Dr. M. convinced them had ac- 
} tually been made, and which it was manifestly 
determined to maintain, 
| Inadmitting the conviction that it had become 
expedient for the Society and the Serampore 
berthren henceforth to act altogether separately, 
| the committee were fully aware of the unfavora- 
| ble impression which might he produced, & deep- 
| ly sympathized in the painful feelings which the 
event might occasion; but they also felt that they 
| could not consistently continue to vote the funds 
} with which they were entrusted, to a body assert- 
ing entire independence—who would still appeal 
| to the publicby a separate agencs—whese de- 
mands were cootinyally rising—and for the sup- 
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_ tenderness towards their brethren at Serampore,

MR. WOLFF AND HIS RELATIVES. 

Our readers are aware that Mr. Wolff, in the 
first part of the present year, took a tour 10to 
Holland and Germany, before leaving England 
for the Holy Land. He was accompanied by 
his wife, Lady Georgiana, a greater part of the 
way. ‘The following extracts from his journal, 
will show his reception among his relatives, and 
his characteristic efforts in the cause of Christ 
on several occasions. 

[From the Jewish Expositor.] ; 

May 7.—Reichardt and myself, having provi- 
ded ourselves with tracts for the Jews, we left 
Zyst, where Lady Georgiana remained among 
the Moravians. We passed through Nimeguen 
end Cleves, and Keichardt and myself spoke 
to some travellers in the carriage about Christ. 

May 8.—We arrived at Rubrort, the birth- 
place of the missionary Reic.ardi, and we went 
to the house of brother Reichardt. We called 
ot Muller, the curate of that place, who is a ve- 
ry pious clergyman. I sent an express to Dus- 
selthal to Count von der Recke, to learn wheth- 
éc my Mother and sister were arrived from Mu- 
nich according to ay desire. I received an an- 
swerthat my mother had arrived a week ago, 
and was anxiously looking out, and waiting for 
me. Count Wermer von der Recke, the brother 
of Count Adelbert von der Recke wrote to me, as 
his brother was at Berlin. } 

May 9.—Dear-brother Reichardt and myself |

I cannot speak 
with sufficient gratitude of dear Reichardt; for 
his conversation made a most powerful impres- 
sion, even upon my mother; and I should not be 
surprised, if the Lord finally convinced my moth- 
er by the humble instrumentality of Reicharat. 
I had an opportunity of speaking in an assemb!y 
of Christians at Barmen and at Elbertield. 

On my return from Elbertield to Dusselthal, 
two studenis, a citizen of Elberfield, a Popish 
priest, and an old woman sat with me in the 
coach, ‘he two students talked in the most in- 
decent manner. I said nothing until one of them 
remarked, “ Even in the greatest pleasures «is- 
gust is tobe found.” I then observed, “ Ought 
we not therefore to seek plexsure with which no 
disgust ts intermingied?” 

Student. Where is this to be found? 

Myself. In Christ Jesus. 

‘This was like a thanderbo!t to all of them: the 
Popish priest, who had been quite dumb the 
whole time, now looked round as if he knew not 
what had happened: the old woman was the on- 
ly one who seemed pleased with my observation. 
The students then began to curse all metists, i.e. 
suints, and began to speak in favor of Popery; 
& the Roman Catbolic priest then took part with 
those indecent divinity students of Berlin, though 
he had heard before this, their indecent observa- 
tions. He did this mere'y for their defence of 
Popery. The Popish priest asked me in the 








mother and sister into bis house, told me that he 
must prepare my mother, lest she should be too 
much overcome. She was Valking inthe gar- 
den at the time, and she came towards me. As 
J approached her she exclaimed, “ Art thou, my | 
dear Sir?” replied, * Call me not Sir, for l 
am yourson!”

All who were | 
present wept. Afler my mother had collected 
hecself'a little, she related to me how much she ! 
had suffered upon my account from her own re- | 
lations, and how kind Sir Brook ‘Taylor, the Bri- 
tish Ambassador at Munich had been to her. 

Afier this, Reichardt and myself prayed in the 
presence of my mother and sister, and gave 
thanks to the Lord, in that he had granted me to 
see iny mother and my sister. My mother and 
sister during their stay at Dussetthal, ate nothing 
(for conscience sake) except bread and those 
things which are allowed to Jews to eat with 
Christians; and they even refused to eat with 
tae. Mr, Bohrman brought to me pork to eat; | 
1 refused ft, and said to my mother, that I would | 
not eat pork on her account. She was very 
much affected. 

May 10.—! preached at Dusselthal in the cha- 
pelo! the Jewish Institation of Count vor cer 
wee, See Soewee regu. say WmOINer and 
sister, for the first time in their life, heard the 
Gospel preached: and my mother heard her son 
& my sister heard her brother, preach that Jesus 
of Nazareth is the Messiah, and the Son of God! 
My text was: “ But we preach Christ crucified.” 
Both my mother and sister wept aloud, so that the 
whole cong:egation wept. My sister, a girl of 
extraordinary talent, as Reichardt and I found 
her to be, wished, after Reichardt and myself had 
conversed more with her, to be instructed fur- 
ther in the way of salvation. My sister, howev- | 
er, had doubts about the divinity of Jesns Christ; ! 
but she herself remarked, that the Lord might | 
as well appear in a human body, as he did ia the 
thorn-bush. My sister, | rejoice to say is now 
preparing for baptism, under the direction of the 
pious Dr. Krummacher at larmen. 

My mother, my sister, the Rev. Mr. Schmidt, 
and the Rev. Mr. Fludner were invited to Lady 
Engels to drink tea. Count von der Recke was 
likewise present. [ spoke of Christ until my 
mother opened her mouth, and said with all the 
marks of motherly affection, ** My dear son, nei- 
ther myself nor my daughter here, have rest any 
longer; | must dispute with you; you know that 
I have loved you more than my other children, 
for you are my first-born son.

M'SSION PRESS AT MALTA. 

A few yearssince, several benevolent individ- 
uals in Boston established a fund for the support 
of a Mussion Pressin Matta. Some account of 
itsoperations are given usina letter from Mr. 
Homan Hallock, dated Malia, June 6, 1827. 
‘There are at present in the Printing Office, two 
good lever-presses, three fonts of ftalian, and 
three of Greek, including asmall font recently 
received from America. ‘I'wo lads, one a Mai- 
tese, and the other a Greek, ave employed in 
the office, and a Maltese in covering the little 
books and ‘Tracts. 

The whole number of Tracts printed is about 
100, averaging perhaps 40 pages cach. - Of some, 
more than one edition has been catled for; mak- 
ing a total of 120 or 130 editiops, and more than 
4,000,000 pages, It appears, Lowever, that much 
difficulty attends their distribution. by an or- 
der of the government, they are forbidden to be 
circulatedin Malta; and owing to the influence 
of Mahomedanism and Popery, itis not an easy 
matter to effect their introduction into the neigh- 

oring ports, or their distribution when introduc- 
ed. Asno restfiction is laid upon foreign books, 
it is suggested that ‘Tracts wight be printed in 
Amerviea for distribution in Malta, and in Malta 
for the Mediterranean generally. —N, Y. Obs.

NORRIDGEWOCK, Ms.—REVIVAL. 

The Congregational Chureh in Norridgewock 1 
was formed Sept. 22, 1797.—Uhe number of its 
original members was 24. 9) more were added 
during the remainder of that year and the next. 
In 1807, 10 were added. And from that time, 
till 1814, the church received but 7 members.— 
During this time, a period of 7 years, the church 
was without a pastor; and most o1 the time des- 
titute of preaching. ‘They enjoyed the oecasion- 
al labors of missionaries, and sometimes sat under 
the preaching of other denominations. ‘The mis- 
sionary’s first introductioa ta them was at an eve- 
ning lecture. He left theinin the morning, with 
no expectation of seeing them again, as lis mis- 
sion directed him to another place. A venerable 
member of the church, (singe gone to rest,) re- | 
marked to him, on parting, ‘1 know not that you 
will ever visit us again, but [I shall ask the Lord 
to send you.” Soon after this, the missionary, 
contrary to his own expectations, was directed to 
spend two weeks with this people. At the expi- 
ration of this term, a subsersption was raised suf- 
ficient to employ him half the time for a year.— 
In compliance with their wishes, he tarried with 
them through the winter, and the Lord smiled up- 
on their efforts. —Some sprinklings of divine grace 
were experienced, which efiected the hopeful con- 
version of a number, and brought to the church 
the addition of nine members. —Among these,was 
a young man who has since completed a course of 
education for the ministry, and who supplied this 
people several weeks last winter during the ill- 
ners of their pastor. In the summer following, 
(1814) the town concurs? with the Church,

on missionary ground adjacent. The settlement, 
aided by the Missionary Societies in Maine and 
Massachusetts, took place on the 4th of August 
of that year.

‘The whole number that obtained hope, as 
the fruit of this revival, has been estimated at 
about 70. ‘These have not alimade a public pro- 
fession of their faith. Some have united with the 
Methodists, and 41 have been reeeived into the 
Congregational Church.

SYNOD OF GENESEE. 

The narrative of the state of religion within 
this Synod, convened at Lockport Sept. 19ih.

Of the one hundred congregations belonging to 
this body, and spreac over ih® eight or nine wes- 
terly counties of this state, sixty-four are furnish- 
ed with a stated Gospel ministry, leaving thirty- 
six, but cecasionally, if in any Cogree enjoying 
the administration of the word and ordinances of 
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Christ’s house. Of those congregations which 
are thus supplied, more than thirty desire assis- 
tance from the friends of the American Home 
Missionary Society ; while those which are va- 
cant are almost without exception feeble and 
complaining of the low state of vital and practi- 
cal godliness among them, 

The angel of the covenant has been gracious 
to us the past year. None have been called from 
their stewardship onearth. The word preached, | 
has received a blessing from God, and some gen- | 
tle showers of grace have fallen upon numbers of | 
the congregations under our care. 

With the P. tery of Rochester, th» has 
been a year of the right hand of the most High. 
Several of its congregations have enjoyed the 
times of refreshing from the presence of the Lord, 
among which may be enumerated those of Ro- 
chester village, Wheatland, Chili and Parma, 
and also the congregations of Ogden and Bright- 
on connected with the consociation of Genesee. 
Several congregations under the care of other 
Presbyteries have shared special tokens of di- 
vine favor, and here we migit mention that of 
Warsaw within the Genesee Presbytery, those of

Nor is the langugage of 
the writer that of indiscriminate censure. He praises 
where praise is due; and there can be no better proof of 
merit, than to receive praise from such whand. His views 
are not sectarian; but while he is jealous for the honor of the 
gospel ,& faithful in denouncing error,he commends liberally, 
efforts made imsupport of those truths of religion which are 
common to all creeds, though they come from bis apauuents.

GENERAL MISCELLAN 
HE SOLDIER. 
Communicated by a Clergyman, for the N. YarkObserver. 

During the Jate war, a Major in the militia re- 
ceived orders to repair, with his regiment, to the 
vicinity of New-York. He had at first very un- 
willingly accepted his commission. ‘Though a 
brave man, he was conscientiously opposed to 
wars and fighting. Though neither afraid nor 
unprepared to die, he shrunk from the idea of 
shedding the blood ofa fellow creature. His 
scrupulous friends, whom he consulted, advised 
him to resign his commission. But a sense of 
duty to his country, and the sacredness of his as- 
sumed obligation, deterred him. He was resolv- 
ed to throw himself upon the guidance of that 
Providence by whose wisdom he had been called 
to this trial, to preserve him from the demoral 
zing influence of a camp, and to accomplish 
through him some wise design. He repaired to 
his post, and was soon assailed with a temptation | 
to violate the Sabbath. A necessary article of | 
equipment was wanting, and he went with a 
brother officer to astore to procure it. As he 
placed his foot upon the threshhold, the thought 
struck him, *‘ Beware of the beginning of evil.” 
‘Turaing at once to his companion, ‘* My broth- 
er,” said he, “this is the Lord’s day. Goin, if | 
you see fit,and make your purchase; but mine 
shall be postponed till to-morrow.” From that 
moment he continued firm in resisting the very 
powerful allurements to unlawful pleasures that 
every evening were urged upon him. And while 
he «id not anathematise his weaker and more in- 
dulgent companions, he boldly asserted the supe- | 
riority of religious enjoyment, and held ap before 
their eyes, the example of an unspotted purity of 
morals.

WILLIMANTIC FALLS. 

This little village, whose existence is as yet 
to hold a poor! 7 nate rank among our manu- 
facturing establishments. It is situated on the 
Willimantic river, just above its junction with 
the Natthang, where it takes the name of She- 
tucket—and commands some of the finest water 
privileges in the country. ‘The bed and banks 
of the river for near a mile are composed of solid 
strata of gneiss or slaty granite, which is very ea- 
sily wrought into first-rate building-stone. “The 
quarry is inexhaustible, and will of itself at no 
distan® period, become a source of profitable 
speculation. At present it only affords facilities 
to the owners for erecting their own buildings. 
+ our cotton factories, a store, and seven dwel- 
ling houses are already erected of this material— 
another large factory isto be built next season, 
and two or three others in the course of as many 
years. Besides these there are a cotton factory, 
paper mill, cardiag mili, and several machine 
shops built of wood—four brick, aud about thirty 
wooden dwelling houses. ‘The population may 
be estimated at 450 or 500, and arrangements 
are now making for the employment of near 200 
additional laborers. The people are from all 
quarters and of everg grade in societ y—of course 
a considerable difference obtains in their hab-
